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ABSTRACT 

Designed to help teachers locate coamercially 
available sound recordings that illustrate historical, regional, and 
national varieties of English, this Looklet lists tape? and records 
under one of seven headings: (1) history of the English language, (2) 
historical periods of English, (3) Aaterican English, (4) modern 
non-Anerican dialects, (5) voices of notable Americans, (6) authors 
reading their o«ra works, (7) and regional music. The items under each 
heading are arranged in alphabetical order by title. Following the 
title is the nama of the reader, editor or author, and producer, 
and — when it could Im determined — the date of the recording. The 
format (record/cassette/reel-to-reel) and item number precedes the 
recording's approximate length in minutes. The suggested audience is 
mentioned at the end of the identification line. A list of producers 
and distributors imnediately follows the bibliographic entries. Three 
indexes — a recording title index, a regional languages and dialects 
index, and a literature by author index — complete the booklet.

ers Items listed in the ''Regkmal Music'* section were not sekcted for 
ihe music that is presented^ but fcH* the speech patterns represented. 
Several dialects, such as the native speech erf Martha s Vineyard ami 
irf Nova Scotia, are not available in other ccmimerciat recordings. 
Most of these recordings im:lu<k speech as well as singing. Unbss
